PROCEDURE: 


Seven months prior to initi- 
al operation, Dr. Chargaff was 
notified of achange of plans for 
the dance, in that this year he 
would be chairman.

A NEW ERA 


IN MEDICINE 


July 1st, 1966 dawned hot and humid 
and at the Hospital for Special Surgery 
twenty-one inpatients, age 65 and old- 
er, awoke to begin by governmental 
proclamation a new “spell of illness.”

of hospital benefits, another an assign- 
ment of medical benefits: Each would 
find that suddenly he was responsible 
for a $40.00 deductible, relating to his 
“spell of illness” and for three pints of 
blood. 


That night, if by chance the patient 
turned introspective, she could have 
concluded quite correctly that there 
had been an Alice-in-Wonderland qual- 
ity about her day. 


That same first day in the Out-Patient 
Department, 27 oldsters went through 
a special admission procedure, hastily 
devised to obtain the necessary identi- 
fying data and the necessary signatures 
on a multiplicity of forms. Unknown 
to the oldster waiting on a bench, a 
covey of clinic employees overseen by 
hospital officers were scurrying around 
obtaining assignments from doctors 
who attended in clinic that morning 
and who heretofore had donated their 
services. They too, like the oldsters, 
had rights that were not there the day 
before. Whether the patient realized it 
or not, he now had purchasing power 
and he also had free choice of phy- 
sician. 


During the first month of operation, 
July, we had 495 Medicare out-patient 
visits and 36 in-patients. In August 
we had 592 out-patients and 45 in- 
patients.

Born in 1920, Dr. Luckey was graduated from Union University in 1941 and received 
his medical degree in 1944 from Vanderbilt University School of Medicine. He came to 
New York Hospital in that same year for his internship and completed his residency 
in 1949, 


From 1949 to 1954 he was Director of the Cornell Medical Division at Bellevue Hospi- 
tal. In 1943 at the age of 34, Dr. Luckey became Dean of the Cornell University Med- 
ical College and head of Cornell’s Graduate School of Medical Sciences. Three years 
later he was appointed Physician-in-Chief of the Hospital and Chairman of the College’s 
Department of Medicine. 


The New York Hospital-Cornell Medical Center is comprised of New York Hospital, 
the Cornell University Medical College and the Cornell University-New York Hospital 
School of Nursing. In the center approximately 1000 medical students, nurses, interns, 
graduate students and physicians receive instruction each year. More than 110,000 
patients are cared for and research is conducted in the amount of approximately $10 
million dollars. Affiliated with the center are the Hospital for Special Surgery and 
Memorial-Sloan Kettering Cancer Center. Rockefeller University is a sister institution.
